Winona, Minn., Aug. 9. Candidate
IIiiKhea had hli first try-o- ut as a rear
plutforui campaigner In the presiden-

tial race today. It happened here
this morning, when the republican
standard bearer told a crowd of near-
ly a thousand people that ho looked
for a revival of the American spirit.

The Mlnnesotana gave Hughes a
